Sharon: 
Media,

ALON SHVUT - Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon yester-

Sharon maintained Israel is deal- 
ing with pure terror. ‘Terror is a 
monster which quickly smelled the 
weakness, the confusion amon: 
Jews,” he said. Terror, Sharon said, 
took advantage of the divisions 
Israelis “and now we are

accepted his ideas on how to combat 
terror, Sharon maintained. 

The cabinet had been fore- 
wamed, he said. Several weeks 
fore the riots began “the most au- 
thoritative sources” had warned 
that Israe! was losing its battle with 
the PLO’s “political arm” in East 
Jerusalem. But the cabinet had de- 
clined to adopt the measures Sharon 
had suggested to deal with the prob- 
Jem, he argued.

The U.S. is proposing that negoti- 
ations on the final status of the ad- 
ministered territories begin in De- 
cémber 1988, even if the transitional 

ment has not been worked 
out by then, informed sources said 
last night. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
who met last night with U.S. Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy, has privately expressed dis- 
pleasure with this aspect of the 
American proposals, claiming that it 
undermines the very essence of the 
autonomy proposals in the Camp 
David accords. 

Shamir yesterday publicly hinted 
at his negative attitude toward the 
American proposal, telling the Li- 
kud Knesset faction: “Great diffi- 
culties lie in store, if anybody be- 
lieve we are ready to cut the phases 
short,” he .cautioned. “We shall 
have to argue our position. And we 
shall have to bargain.” 


But Shamir was not expected to 
teject the American plan outright, 
preferring to await fuller reports on 
the Arab reactions to the proposal. 

Details of the American plan 
emerged yesterday, in the wake of a 
briefing given to an Israeli diplomat 
by atop U.S. official. It includes the 
following elements: 

© An American effort to obtain 
Israeli and Jordanian agreement on 
a “statement of principles” during 
March. Israeli sources said that Sec- 


retary of State George Shultz might, 


come to the area in March to seal an 
agreement on the statement. 
© An intemational conference to 


‘open in April, the scope and nature 


of which will be based on the April, 
1987 London agreement between 
Jordan's King Hussein and Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres. Likud 
sources have consistently opposed 
this aspect of the American plan. 
© Direct negotiations on arrange- 
ments for a transitional period, to-be 
held between May and December 
following the international opening. 


The U.S. proposes that the transi- 
tional period last no longer than 
three years, reasoning that it must 
fot appear to be a permanent solu- 
tion. The transitional period will not 
be dubbed “autonomy” nor will the 
Camp David accords be mentioned 
as the basis for negotiations. 

© Talks on the final status will be 
based on UN resolution 242, with 
the U.S. espousing the September, 
1982 Reagan plan which calls for the 
ultimate “association” of the West 
Bank and Gaza with Jordan. 

The proposal uses the term “‘non- 
interlocking” to describe the lack of 
interdependence between the talks 
on the transitional period and those 
on the final status. 

The U.S. has also apparently pro- 
posed to Jordan that the two coun- 
tries sign a memorandum of under- 
standing in which the U.S. will 
undertake to oppose any unilateral 
Israeli steps meant to alter the status 
in the territories in Israel's favour. 
Further, the U.S. will pledge that

Bronfman attack on Waldheim probe 
provokes snub from Austria media

Pi VIENNA — Monday was a cracial 


day for Austria. The international 
spotlight was on Kurt Waldheim and 
the international panel of historians 
who had just completed a probe of 
his wartime activities. 

But before the Austrian people 
could react to the commission's find- 
ings, the president of the World 
Jewish Congress, Edgar Bronfman, 
launched a widely publicized attack 
on them and shifted attention from 
the heart of the matter. 

As a result, practically all the me- 
dia commentators here have con- 
cluded their remarks about Wald- 
heim with the statement that 
Austria alone will decide what to do 
about the commission's report, 
without Bronfman's help. 

There is no doubt that the report 
has dealt a serious blow to Wald- 


Waldheim says he is “happy that the 
commission confirmed that I was 
not directly and personally involved 
in war crimes,” it is not too difficult 
to Sense the unease behind the arro- 
gant tone.

The sign at the entrance to Pisgat 
Ze'ev, one of Jerusalem’s newest 
suburbs, promises would-be resi- 
dents a golden life if they set up 
home there.

Overall, a picture emerges of 2 prox- 
imity, depending on his function, to 
measures and orders that were illegal 
under martial law. 

In view of these findings the question 
of Waldheim's culpable behaviour dur- 
ing the war cannot be conclusively an- 

In general a certain degree of guilt can 
be incurred by the mere knowledge of 
human rights violations at one’s own 
post, if the persaa in question — through 
a lack of power or courage - fails in his 
human duty to intervene against injus- 


tice. 

Among such measures, whose uolaw- 
ful nature was recognized, were the large 
number of exaggerated and dispropor- 
tionate “reprisal acts," the extermina- 
tion or deportation of large sections of” 
population, in particular the merciless 
deportation of entire Jewish communi- 
ties. the “special treatment,” i.e. the 
execution of allied commandos, and the 


transportation of women, children and 
elderly peopie to concentration camps. 

More grave than the inactive accep- 
tance of such violations of human rights 
was cooperation in those cases where

In examining question 
Waldheim was guilty of involvement in 
war crimes, it was established that in his 
staff role in the Balkans, despite his low 
rank, he was far more than just a lowly 
bureaucrat. β 

Even if he had no executive authority 
as a subaltern in a staff function, he was 
exceptionally well-informed about the 
war situation thanks to his education and 
the insight he gained into important deci- 
sions through his work as an interpreter, 
but particularly through his activity in 
the central intelligence service of his 
amy group and his geographical proxim- 
ity to the events. A 

While his personal influence im the 
decision-making process of the top lead- 
ership (in the south-east) has been over- 


rated by his critics and underrated by his 
defenders, Waldheim often took part in 
such high-level talks, and as a result was 
one of the best informed staff officers. 
From (these meetings) he gained a wide 
insight which included not only tactical, 
Strategic and administrative directives 


but also in some cases measures and 
actions that were in violation of martial 
law and the basic principles of humanity.

down in this code that a subordinate 
executing an order rendered himself lia- 
ble to punishment if the order in ques- 
tion had the recognizable purpose of 
committing a crime. Although this prin- 
ciple of the culpability of executing an 
illegal command scarcely applied any 
more in the period of national socialist| 
jurisdiction, it has a long tradition in 
Germany and remained a mora princi- 
ple.

hardly any practical effect.

c) Even taking into account the incom- 
pleteness and unclarity of the codified 
tules of war there is no excuse for partici- 
pating in obvious injustice. The basic 
nules of war relevant at the time for the 
conduct of land war, The Hague Coo- 
vention of 1907, were known to be im- 
perfect and therefore included in their 
preamble the so-called (Martens’ clause) - 
— that in cases in wartime not covered by 
any part of the convention, action must 
be taken according to the customs of 
civilized societies, the principles of hu- 
manity and the demands of the public 
conscience. 

In judging the behaviour of the re- 
sponsible heads of staff. one must also * 
bear in mind the special character of the 
war in the Balkans which was fought with 
inhuman cruelty and ferocity, above all 
the fact that it was a guerrilla war against 
foreign invaders and their collaborators. 
However, it should also be borne in mind 
that the German occupiers contributed 
to the special character of the war, in- 
cluding exploiting ethnic and political ri- 
Valries in the Balkans. The IC/AO (mili-

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Top press prize 
to murdered .cartoonist 


THE INTERNATIONAL Federa- 
tion of Newspaper Publishers has 
awarded its annual Press Freedom 
Prize to Naji al-Ali, the Palestinian 
cartoonist murdered last year in 
London by an unidentified man. 

The 1988 Golden Pen of Freedom 
is the first to be given to an Arab 
journalist or to a cartoonist. 

The FIEJ board is composed of 
publishers from the 28 member 
countries of the organization, in- 
cluding Israel. 

In naming al-Ali for the prize, the 
FIEJ said that “the commentaries of 
cartoonists upon the lies and follies 
of governments have often been 
much more effective than those of 
writers because they bring instant 
ridicule..."" 

Naji al-Ali was born im British 
Mandatory Palestine in 1938. He 
left the country during the 1948 exo- 
dus and spent the rest of his youth in 
a refugee camp in southern 
Lebanon. 

Working in Beirut and Kuwait, 
his drawings appeared in magazines 
and newspapers throughout the 
Middle East. Frequently detained 
by police and continually censored, 


al-Ali was finally expelled from Ku- 
wait in 1985. 

He moved to London, where he 
worked til! be was shot in July 1987. 
He died five weeks.later, on August 
30. 1987. By Michel Zlatowski 


LEBANESE academics from all po- 
litical and religious groups set aside 
their differences in Amman fast 
week in a bid to find fresh ways of 
rebuilding their shattered country’s 
economy and social fabric. 

More than 35 scholars from Leba- 
non, who concluded their first such 
meeting Sunday, also called on UN 
institutions and international and 
Arab bodies to support planned 
studies and projects. 

“We broke new ground for an 
inter-Lebanese intellectual dialogue 
grouping tatives from all 
political ideologies and refigious 
sects present in the country,” said 
Rafiq Sirraj, from the Beirut-based 
Rafiq al-Harriri foundation.“This 
was something we badly needed” 

The academics, who focused on 
the human, social, educational, eoo- 


nomic and cultural dimensions of 
the Lebanese crisis, formed a special 
group to pave the way for a future 
meeting on ἃ political solution to the 


crisis. 
The two-day workshop, orga- 
nized by the Amman-based Arab 
Thought Forum, a non-governmen~ 
ta} institute including Arab thinkers 
and decision niakers, was described 
by a participant as “‘a successful 
breakthrough.” 

Jordan's Crown Prince Hassan, 
chairman of the forum’s board of 
trustees, attended most of the work- 
shop and said in a concluding state- 
ment: “We have offered a new mod- 
el for a constructive dialogue.” 

The talks were not void of what 
one ‘participant termed ideological 
clashes and intellectual confronta- 


. tions. * 


“But we managed co break all 
psychological barriers. The meeting 
helped us in getting to know each 
other and us for a similar 
future dialogue,” said Sirraj. 

The participants also pledged to 
back Lebanon's public and private 
sectors in their development efforts.

Byzantine peace mosaic 
revealed at Amman citadel 


CLAWING CASUALLY last Oc- 
tober through centuries of history, a 
mechanical shovel digging founda- 
tions for a new school sliced into the 
lower terrace of Amman's ancient 
citadel, 

The earthmover gouged a 50 me- 
tre trench, exposing a thin fine of 
white mosaic blocks which caught 
the trained eye of Mohammed Naj- 
jar, curator of the nearby archeolog- 
ical museum. 

“I came to see what the bulldozer 
was doing and noticed this mosaic 
floor in section,” Najjar said. “So I 
telephoned the antiquities inspector 
and he stopped the construction 
work.” 

A swiftly-organized rescue dig re- 
vealed a Byzantine mosaic panel 
just two cm. from the edge of the 
trench. It shows a bearded man with 


outstretched hands wearing a white 
sash and a skullcap, flanked by a 
bull or ox and a cat.

medattion nearby are picked out in ° 


red, yellow, black and brown mosaic 
blocks. 


Three months after the October 
discovery, archeologists have spread

Automatic way 
to knead dough 


IF YOU HAVE a spare NIS1,300 
and love the smell of fresh bread, 
you can now buy an automatic 
bread-making machine in Israel. All 
you do is pour in the flour, yeast, 
water and other ingredients and four 
hours or so later, you have an aro- 
matic loaf of bread. 

The machine, made by Sachs and 
marketed by catalogue through 
Visa, not only kneads the dough but 
also lets it rise several times auto- 
matically. It also makes yeast cakes 
and other delicacies. 

The same kind of automatic 
breadmaker has proved extremely 
popular in Japan, even though rice 
— not bread — is the staff of life 
there. Matsushita Electric Industrial 
Company was the first firm to sell an 
automatic home bread baker, and it 
has sold a million of them in Japan 
in the past year. 

Several other well-known Japa- 
nese manufacturers, including Hita~ 
chi, Toshiba and Sanyo, have joined 
the competition, and, we suppose, 
are about to make a lot of dough. 


IF YOU DON'T think the operators 
at Bezek’s information service (dial 
14) always have pleasant voices, a 
sexy female computerized voice 
may someday take over. The CCI 
computer software company, ac- 
cording to its branch in Israel, has 
developed a device that synthesizes 
speech and can tell you the phone 
number you seek. 

A woman named Terri-Ann Hart- 
man-Saz has one of the most famil~ 
far voices in America. Millions of 
callers ask information for a phone 
number. Terry-Ann's voice is “de~

A FLAT TIRE is not only annoying 
for a driver, but also dangerous. A 
puncture while driving at high 
speeds often results in loss of control 
of the vehicle. Now the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company has pro- 
duced a new tire-within-a-tire de- 
sign. 
The “run-flat” tire was demon- 
strated recently on 8 Ford van at an 
exhibition in Frankfurt. It has a re- 
inforced, ribbed inner structure 
that, says Goodyear, retains air if 
the outer shell is punctured. 

it was the second appearance by 
the Goodyear tire at exhibitions in 
the past year. indicating that car 
manufacturers are serious about 
producing tires that hold up even 
during a flat. But, according to Pop- 
ular Science magazine, there are still 
some bugs in the design, including 
heat buildup in the tire, that still 
have to be worked out before it 
becomes standard on all vehicles. 


A NEW COMPOUND combining 
wood and plaster, invented in West 
Germany. is raising hopes as a solu- 
tion to several environmental prob- 
lems. The new material, which com- 
bines roughly equal parts of the two 
substances, is cheaper than the ma- 
terials it replaces. 

It doesn't contain synthetic resins, 
unlike chipboard, and as a result 
does not emit formaldehyde gas. It 
looks just as attractive as regular 
wood materials and is easily drilled, 
sawed and veneered. Wallpaper is 
easily applied to it, and the material 
is fire-resistant due to its plaster 
content. 

The compound was developed by 
the Fraunhofer Institute for Wood 
Research in Braunschweig, Germa- 
ny, but the Finns, who have plenty 
of forests, have set up the first fac- 
tory to produce it, with a capacity of 
35,000 cubic metres. A second has 
been built in Norway. 

The Soviets are also planning to 
set up a factory within the next five 
years, and scientists in Braun- 
schweig have just signed an agree-

of others, facilitating and augment- 
ing their computer activity.

IT WAS five days after the Cherno- 
byl nuclear accident and it was Mik- 
bail Gorbachev on the phone. To 
the astonishment of world-famous 
American bone-marrow transplant 
specialist Dr. Robert Gale, the Sovi- 
et leader was personally inviting him 
to Moscow to treat‘victims of the 
disaster. It was an accident which 
Gale, chairman of the President's 
Cancer Panel, knew had been wait- 
ing to happen. 

In a forthcoming book, Cherno- 
byl — the Final Warning, Gale, who 
spends three or four months each 
year doing cancer research at the 
Weizmann Institute, relates how he 
assembled the international team of 
medical experts who would treat the 
victims of atomic radiation. 

Co-written with Thomas Hauser, 
author of Missing, the book (to be 
published by Dell in the spring) ‘de- 
scribes the unique mission, which 
may provide the model for dealing 
with future nuclear accidents. 

‘When the ominous Chemobyl di- 
saster became known in April 1986, 
Gale, an associate professor at 
UCLA, activated a plan to respond 
to the need for urgent bone-marrow 
transplants. The Soviets, at first, de- 
clined assistance. But, as in so many 
cases — both public and secret — So- 
viet cooperation was the direct re- 
sult of intercession by billionaire in- 
dustrialist Armand Hammer, a 

rsonal friend of Gale's.

physicians to help the victims. 
Among those on Gale's list was Is- 
raeli-scientist Dr. Yair Reisner, an-

WILMINGTON, Delaware (Reu- 
ter) - When chemist Julian Hill 
plunged a glass rod into a test tube 
in the early 1930s and drew out a 
thin filament of man-mede fibre, he 
launched the biggest textile revolu- 
tion of the 20th century. 

His successful experiment in 
drawing a synthetic strand from a 
hot and sticky polyester compound 
led several years later to the produc- 
‘tion of nylon and later of Orlon, 
Dacron and other artificial fibres. 

Du Pont Company, the chemical 
giant that primed the revolution by 
luring a team of chemists, including 
Hill, away from universities to re- 
search whatever took their fancy, is 
marking the 50th anniversary of the 
production of nylon at one of its 
factories near Wilmington. 

The breakthrough was an- 
nounced, and the nylon era begun, 
on October 27, 1938. 
Nylon, the first synthetic fibre to 
be marketed, became synonymous 
with stockings, although it was 
barre diverted for use in para- 

utes and aircraft tyre cords during 
World War If. 

The new “wonder fibre“ was 
cheap, elastic, versatile, very strong 
— and, in the case of women's ho- 
siery, provided a low-cost substitute 
for silk. 


During the war, a single pair of 
nylons once fetched $40,000 — but 
Du Pont officials recall that they 
were a rather special pair, worn by 
GI pin-up queen Betty Grable, who 
auctioned them in a war bond rally. 

A few years later, a little nylon 
“war” all its awn erupted when 
women formed lines around depart- 
‘ment stores from New York to San 
Francisco, smashed in showcase 
windows and fought one another for 
the first pairs of post-war nylons. 

Inventor Hill recalled the early

ANTWERP, Belgium (Reuter) -- 
World champion Jansher Khan is 
ready to quit top-flight squash and 
take up tennis — if his father tells him: 
to do so. 

But he knows that if he cuts short 
his blossoming squash career he 
could provoke serious tension back 
home in Pakistan. 

“After next year’s world champi- 
onships, I must talk to my father 
about it because he’s the one who 
decides,” said 18-year-old Jansher. 
“But I'm sure my brother won't like 
it. He says — why should you quit if 
you're Namber One?” 
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For Jansher, it could be quite a 
dilemma.

One of the Jeast-known areas of 
banking, at least to the general pub- 
lic, is the one known 85 correspon- 
dent relations. 

The essence of this specialized 
field is really quite simple. If a firm 
in Israel does business with a firm in 
another country, then the tranfer of 
goods and payments between the 
two firms can be quite problematic, 
especially if they don’t know each 
other very well. How can thev be- 
lieve or confirm that one has sent 
the goods as ordered, or the other 
has the wherewithal to pay for 
them? How, in fact. is the payment 
to be transacted? 

To facilitate these and many other 
aspects of regular commercial rela- 
tionships, companies use their 
banks -- and the banks use their cor- 
respondent banks in other coun- 
tries. Even if a bank is itself very 
Jarge and has its own representative 
office or branch in another country, 
it will usually need to have corre- 
spondents in that country to help it 
service its: customers’ needs. To take 
a simple example. Morgan Guaran- 
ty may have an enonmous operation 
in London, but if one of its New 
York customers is buying or selling 
from a British firm in Aberdeen, it 
helps considerably to do the busi- 
ness through a bank with a branch in 
that city. 

Israel. because its economy is 
very trade-oriented and because its 


population both comes from and has 
links with so many countries, has 
generated strong demand for banks 
to have 2 broad network of corre- 
spondent relations. In fact, its banks 
have long maintained relationships 
with other banks in a wide range of 
countries with which the Israeli gov- 
ernment has no diplomatic or other 
Telations at all. 

For historical reasons, Bank 
Leumi has always been by far the 
dominant bank in most kinds of in- 
ternational activity. For a long time 
Israel Discount Bank was second 
and Bank Hapoalim was a sorry 
third. Even after Hapoalim’s mas- 
sive ion in the 1970s, the in- 
ternational department was the 
bank’s poor relation and while it 
hauled itself past Discount in several 
respects, it lagged far behind Leumi. 

That remains largely the case to- 
day. too, but for the first time the 
gap is noticeably narrowing. In one 
sense, this is not surprising: Hapoa- 
lim is larger than Leumi overali, and 
the upgrading of its international 
side, including branches and subsid- 
iaries overseas, as well as correspon- 
dent activity, was long overdue. 

The change has been catalyzed, 
however, by a reverse process at 
work at Leumi. Zadik Bino, the new 
chief executive officer, has made it 
clear that he thinks Leumi has be- 
come too skewed in the direction of 
overseas Operations and has sought 
to focus on building up the bank's 
strength in the home market. This 


Strategy, coupled with the major 
personnel changes’ throughout 
in the interna- 
tional division, gave Hapoalim the 
opportunity to make its big play. It 
has seized it with both hands. 
Perhaps the imost significant ele- 
ment of the bank’s recent reorgani- 
zation of its imternational division 
was the upgrading of the correspon- 
dent banking unit from a section to a 
full department. Amnon Berger was 
moved from his post in charge of 
foreign currency deposits to manage 
the new department. At 49, Berger 
has enough experience for the de- 
manding job, but is still young 
enough to face the daunting pros- 
pect of spending at least 10 weeks a 
year flying from city to city, talking 
to the world’s bankers on their 
home turf, wherever that may be. 
Berger’s staff number only a doz- 
en or so, each of them highly spe- 
cialized. But he also receives top- 
level reinforcements. Hapoalim'’s 
top brass, including Chairman Eitan 
Berglass, CEO Amiram Sivan and 
International Division head Avi Ol- 
shanksi have all done a fair amount 


where it had previously been hardly 
known,: aud building up relation- 
ships that had been made at a much 
lower level. 

The Hapoalim drive is based on a 
well-planned two-pronged strategy: 
On the one hand, it seeks to make 


Hapoalim’s foreign outlets more in- 
volved in financing local economic 
activity, even if these are not Israel- 
oriented or linked to Israeli firm’s 
businesses abroad. On the other, it 
is bringing in more foreign banks 
into the business of providing fi- 
nance for the Israeli economy. 

Underlying both aims is the con- 
cept of reciprocity. Together, Ha- 
poalim is saying to its correspon- 
dents, we can do more business in 
each other’s countries. The Israeli 
bank will join “‘participations” 
abroad - packages of corporate 
credit involving a number of banks 
each taking on a small chunk — —while 
consortia of foreign banks will ex- 
tend their exposure to Israel. 

Hapoalim has been instrumental 
in exploiting the willingness of for- 
eign banks to lend more to Israel in 
light of the improvement in the 
economy in recent years. More 
money has become available, from a 
much broader of banks, 
including many who had never be- 
fore done business with Israel, and 
at much cheaper rates than in the 
crisis years of 1983-85. 

Within the general context of a 
strong economy, booming imports 
and sharp turnaround in the Israeli 
banks’ own profits, Hapoalim has 
several advantages. The most im- 
portant is its very strong base in 
corporate financing i in Israel, with a 
dominant position in the area of fi- 
nancing Israeli capital imports that it 
has actually improved further in the

WHEN, nearly two years ago, the World Jewish Congress 
charged the former UN secretary-; general, at that ‘time the 
presidential candidate of the Austrian People’s Party, with 

- having committed capital war-crimes as an officer with Hitler’s 
army, τ the chances of getting those charges proved in a court of 
law seemed rather uncertain. Efforts by the WJC, acting 
largely on its own, to strengthen the case against Dr. Kurt 
Waldheim did not go very far. 

By the time the elections were held, in June 1986, the case 
remained unproved. Lt. Waldheim might have been personal- 
ly responsible for the murder of thousands of Yugoslav parti- 
sans, and for the transportation of thousands of Greek Jews to 
death camps, but definite proof of his having perpetrated such 
crimes was still lacking. On the other hand, abundant proof 
had been adduced that candidate Waldheim was a monumen- 
tal liar and a cheat, whose published autobiography was an 
attempt to whitewash, and if possible bury, the true food of 
his wartime military experience. 

Austrian voters, however, were unimpressed. To a | great 
many, if not most, of them Dr. Waldheim’s crimes, such: as 
they were, were their own, or their fathers’, and they were 
easily forgivable; even forgettable. Besides, they were unwill- 
ing to let “outsiders” tell them how to vote. 

Outsiders all around the world, for their part, were uowill- 
ing to take the verdict of the Austrian polls as settling the 
matter of Dr. Waldheim. The elected president’s hope that the 
“complications” that had arisen out of the pre-election charges 
made against him would be “overcome,” proved unrealistic. 
An audience with the pope and a state visit to Amman did not 
make up for the loud bolting of America’s doors in his face, 
nor for the refusal of most other states to have any truck with 
hin. 

Israel would not replace its already retired: ambassador to 
Vienna with another, who would have to present his creden- 
tials to, and shake hands with, Dr. Waldheim. 

President Waldheim was turning democratic Austria into 
something of a pariah state, and forcing back memories of 
Austria's national role as an accomplice, not a victim, of 
Nazism. The choice before him was stark: to step down. os try 
to have himself cleared in the court of world opinion. He chose | 
the latter. His chosen instrument was an international commit- 
tee of historians. which was to examine Lt. Waldheim’s war 
record, and to clarify the degree, if any, of his involvement in 
Nazi crimes. 

On Monday the committee, headed: by a Swiss historian, 
and including an Israeli, submitted its report to the Austrian 
government. It turned out to be just as damning as could be 
expected. 

The report did not find Dr. Waldheim to have been a major 
war criminal. But the evidence meticulously sifted by the 
committee allowed only one conclusion: Lt. Waldheim had 
been a willing, and knowing, tool of the Nazis in their march of 
extermination. 

As a result, Austria is now in_a_ dither. Its president, 
claiming that the committee had gone beyond its mandate, still 
declares himself innocent and will not quit. His party col- 
league Alois Mock, the deputy chancellor, offers him support, 
charging ‘ “intolerance” by “fanatic minorities and groups.” 
The socialist chancellor, Fred Vranitzky, may wish to see Dr. 
Waldheim disappear but apparently feels that, if he brings the 
two-party coalition down over Dr. Waldheim, the socialists 
will lose the resulting general election. :

The 
only logical way to address us is 
through our legitimate representa- 
see caoaes br On oO Just as 
we need to address Israelis through 
their elected representatives, re- 
gardless of who they are, Israelis 
must do the same with us. Israel's 
evasion of this elementary principle 
simply condemns the question of a 
political solution to a vicious circle. 
Do Israelis need stronger proof than 
this continuing uprising that the 
PLO is the legitimate representative 
of our people here on the “inside.” 
just as it represents Palestinians liv- 
ing in exile? 

‘Wouldn't Israelis consider it a fu- 
tile and offensive gesture if we were 
to try to seek alternatives to their 
government such as the American 
Jewish Congress, or the U.S. gov- 
ermmment? 

Wouldn't it be a waste of time for . 
us to say that we will only speak with

AS PALESTINIANS we have fre- 
quently been accused of being unre- 
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alistic. It is ironic that it is now Israel 
which is being unrealistic and avoid-

Our leaders were often accused of 
teading us into wild illusory solu- 
. tions and fantasies. Where is the 
Israeli people’s leadership taking 
them? 


True nationalism and bravery are 
not found in stubborn rejectionism, 
but in facing objective realities.
